The road will be 
closed until Nov. 8. Travelers 
have been warned to use the Mill 
Creek or Victorville roads into 
Big Bear Valley.

The road program has been un- 
der construction for the past two 
years, costing nearly $375,000, ap- 
propriated by the federal and 
state governments.

Millions for defense, but not one cent 
for tribute. 

A conference between water interests 
of Pomona city and the town of Clare- 
mont held sway at the council cham- 
bers for three hours yesterday when 
the action of the city Council in an 
endeavor to buy 80 acres of land west 
of the city was under discussion.

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A Call to Duty as 
The Campaign Ends 





As the national campaign of 1924 nears its end, 
the issues, despite all the fog that has been raised 
by the standard bears of the Democratic and So- 
cialist parties in an effort to divert the minds of the 
voters from the real problems before them, stand 
out clearly. The choice of the informed citizen who 
wishes to cast a ballot that will contribute to the 
welfare of the country, is plain enough.

Think of Your Job! 


By WILBUR E. SUTTON 


Have you ever considered what probably would 
happen to the country between election day, No- 
vember 4, and inauguration day on the following 
Mareh 4, if the people should fail to elect a Presi- 
dent of the United States on November 4th? 


What could you expect to happen to business, 
which is another way of asking what you could ex- 


pect to happen to your job, especially if it is an in- 
dustrial one, if the business men of the nation 
should wake up on the morning of Wednesday, No- 
vember 5, and discover that the election had been 


thrown into Congress? 


Of course the theory is that such a calamity 
would mean that Charles W. Bryan would be the 
next President of the United States, but disastrous 
as that would be, even that sad fate would not be 
absolutely certain. But for four months the nation 
would be in a state of chaos because it would not 
know what to expect from the Congress, or if it 
should expect Bryan, that would be about as bad 
as to expect La Follette himself to be named, which 
would be a cateysmic horror, 


Thus we should see the first of the year roll 
around, the time when merchants, farmers and 
manufacturers always plan for the 12 months 
ahead, with nobody knowing what to do because 
nobody would know what the next President would 
‘have in the way of policies, nor even know, indeed, 
who the next President would be. 


Do you think that under such a situation the 
meichants and manufacturers would in augurate a 
policy of expansion of their business, or would they 
do what any sensible person would do, wait and 
see what would happen? 


The very best we could expect of that period of 
four months under such conditions would be to 
have business at a standstill. It would lead a hand- 
to-mouth existence and when business lives that 
way it is equally certain that the employed people 
can live no differently. 


And then if on the fourth day of March the 
Congress should name a man to the Presidency in 
whom business men had no confidence, we might 
well expect the four-month period of industrial de- 
pression to be followed by an indefinite period of 
business paralysis. 


Another element entering into this election that 
has not been much discussed is the effect the re- 
pudiation of General Dawes would have.. Hurope 
has adopted the financial plan that bears the Re- 
publican Vice Presidential eandidate’s name. He is 
the author of the scheme that is bringing peace to 
Europe and putting Germany and the other nations 
there upon their feet. A great German loan is be; 
ing floated under the Dawes plan, about $200,000,- 
000 of it in the United States. Would it be possi- 
ble to go on through with this flotation abroad if 
the American people were- to repudiate Dawes 
whose wisdom Europe has accepted? There is the 
possibility that suck a course by the American peo- 
ple would destroy all the good that Mr. Dawes 
and his fellow Aemricans have done in Europe, 
and we all know that the prosperity of foreign na- 
tions has a direct effect upon our own prosperity. 


But there is one way to prevent these dangers 
to American business upon which the happiness of 
our millions so largely depends, and that is to elect 
Coolidge and Dawes by a decisive plurality, giving 
them so many electoral votes that there can be no 
doubt as to who the next chief executive of the 
United States will be, 


Everybody is expecting better times ‘‘after elec- 
tion,’’ provided the election goes in the way it must 
go to preserve the confidence of the business inter- 
ests. It is conceded by many thinking Democrats 
that there is no possibility of electing Mr. Davis, 
and of course nobody expects the election of La 
Follette.

vines and surrounded with green- 
ery, it made an attractive setting 
for the event. 

After lunch Dr. Barrett gave a 
brief outline of the various ex- 
periments under way at the sta- 
tion at the present time, and also 
conducted a tour over a part of 
the grounds devoted to sub-tropical 
fruits of various kinds, guavas, 
sapotas and avocadoes. The sta- 
tion is continually. testing both 
fumigating and spraying methods 
in their groves to get all the in- 
formation possible in regard to 
best results. An interesting fact 
was brought out in regard to 
spraying and that was the man- 
ner in which the scale was killed. 
It seems it is the oil used in the 
spray compound that does the 
work, that is, if it is the right 
kind of oil, it enters the tracheas 
or breathing tubes of the insects 
and thus prevents breathing. Cer- 
tain kinds of oil are not efficient 
for when it enters the tubes of 
the scales they are able to expel 
it quickly enough to preserve their 
lives, but the right oif does the 
deadly work. 

Other interesting experimental 
work going on is the attempt to 
reclaim citrus groves and vine- 
yards of Tulare County, where the 
soil has become seriously impreg- 
nated with alkali; also research 
work has been begun on the cause 
pnd control of nematode in the 
many localities where this pest 
hag become a menace. Nematode 
translated means wire-worm, and 
it causes serious injury to the 
roots of many vegetables and to 
the roots of walnut and deciduous 
fruit trees. Those from Upland 
who attended the meeting were:
